Libel Conspiracy Charges 
Unlikely To Be Revived 


Although the Alberta attorney- 
general has a legal right to 
proceed later with conspiracy 
charges against Jack Kent Cooke, 
Harold Dingman and Dr. Char- 
lotte Whitton, veteran lawyers 
considered such action “extreme- 
ly unlikely.” 

Monday the crown entered a 
stay in proceedings of conspiracy 
te commit defamatory libel 
against Cooke, Dingman and Dr. 
Whitton. The move came after 
the presiding judge, Mr, Justice 
J. Boyd McBride, granted an ap- 


plication of defence counsel to 
have conspiracy charges against 
the trio heard before a charge 
of counselling to commit libel 
against the accused Cooke. 

“It would be unheard of,” said 
defence counsel J. Sedgewick, 
when asked if the conspiracy 
charges would be proceeded with 
at a later date. 

Other lawyers pointed out that 
to take up the conspiracy charges 
again would directly contravene 
the order of the court to have 
these charges tried first.

them satisfactory, whether they investi- 
gated the ability of this family to protect 


the adopted child from inhuman treatment

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


The American program to help 
rehabilitate Western Europe and 
halt Bolshevist aggression has 
begun to swing into action with 
encouraging speed, 

President Truman's signing of 
the bill last Saturday set under- 
way a chain of developments, 
calculated not only to implement 
the Marshall plan but to comple- 
ment it. As a matter of fact the 
wheels already were turning be- 
fore he made the measure law. 

One welcome surprise came 
with the disclosure that three 
food ships were sent racing across 
the Atlantic. Two were loaded 
with wheat for hard-hit Italy and 
the other with lard for France. 

The shipment té Italy was par- 
ticularly urgent, because the dem- 
ocratic elements there badly need 
a fillip to their morale for the 
national election April 18, The 
country's survival as a free nation 
is at stake. Furthermore, should 
Communism win comtrol of this 
strategie peninsula, the Red threat 
to the rest of Western Europe 
and to the Greek-Turkish zone 
would be greatly increased. 

So the economic aid already is 
moving, concrete evidence to Italy 
and the other menaced countries 
that the United States is backing 
them. 

But developrecets heven't step- 


ped with the economic side, for 
the question of military aid for 
Western Europe against Red ag- 
gression is being considered, This 
isn't surprising, for experience in 
two world wars has taught that 
the United States cannot isolate 
herself but is bound to be drawn 
into any major European conflict. 

The Washington state depart- 
ment ig concentrating on this 
problem, and the possibility of a 
mutual defence alliance with the 
recently-created Western Euro- 
pean union is expected to come 
under survey.

Canned Programs 
Dominate the Air 


The first item in my notes says 
this: “And now transcribed!” 

The last item in my notes says 
this: “The foregoing was trans- 
cribed!” 

Between these two items are 
10 solid hours of |istening to one 
Vancouver radio station, It hap- 
pened Wednesday of this week 
At five minutes to ten in the 
morning, fortified for the ordeal! 
by a hearty breakfast of bacon 
and eggs, I placed a card tabie 
by the radio, equipped with copy- 
paper, several freshly-sharpened 
pencils and a chart. Then I 
switched on the radio to a city 
commercial station. 

This is Chapter One of my re- 
port, We will consider, first, the 
program content of this typical 
day in the jungles of “indepen- 
dent” radio, 

With one or two exceptions, 
principally the repetitious news- 
casts, commercial radio now re- 
lies almost exclusively on that 
familiar word — “transcribed.” 
Layers of alternating transcrip- 
tions and commercials form the 
bulk of the schedule of the 10 
hours I studied, at great risk to 
my sanity, 

In effect, commercial radio has 
become a kind of jukebox. A rec- 
ord, a commercial, a record, a 
commercial—so goes the long, 
barren day 

The other definite trend is to- 
ward contest programs involving 
the giving away of money as a 
come-on to keep listeners tuned 
to the station. The format of 
these shows involves telephone 
calls to private homes. The re- 
sult, in terms of adult radio pro- 
duction, is not merely clumsy, 
but irritating to all but the very 
lowest strata of radio-owners. 

Thirdly, this entire schedule 
was devoid of anything Canadian. 

The bulk of the 10 hours was 
canned in the United States, re- 
quiring nothing more than an an- 
nouncer and engineer. 


Scanning The 
Daily Log 

I intend to consider the com- 
mercials and other aspects of 
this survey later on, Let's look, 
first, at the actual program con- 
tent from 10 am. to 7 p.m, in 
order to determine if commercial 
radio is performing any kind of 
public service or offering honest 
entertainment, Here ig a digest 
from my notes of that period: 

10 am—Five minutes of 
news, commercials fore and aft. 

10;05—“The Answer Man” pro- 
gram, Transcribed musie _be- 
tween commercials, phone calls 
“picked at random,” none of 
which found anyone listening. 

10:45—Alan Prescott, a tran- 
scribed U.C, commentator with 
tips on getting lint from men’s 
trousers and washing dogs’ feet 
before they come into the house. 
11;00—News. 

11:15 — “Claudia,” transcribed 
bed soap opera. Something about 
a deaf old lady and the deed for 
a house.

Farm Tax Worries 


REGINA, April 6—(CP)—A pro- 
vincial Liberal caucus was told 
Monday night by Agriculture Min 
ister Gardiner that political oppon- 
ents of the federal government 
were “informing” against people 
they said should be paying income 
taxes and were responsible for the 
flood of demands to fill out income- 
tax forms now going to Saskatche- 
wan farmers, 

Caucus sources quoted Mr. Gard- 
iner as saying the “Dominion gov- 
ernment will not tolerate an in- 
come-tax collection system under 
which farmers whose incomes are 
not taxable are hounded into sub- 
mitting returns.” 

Mr. Gardiner said that only 
people with taxable incomes were 
required to file returns, but under 
the regulations authorities could 
demand that anyone must file a 
return, This demand usually was 
made if the tax authorities were in- 
formed that people were evading 
tax payments. 

“Reports from all over the prov- 
ince indicate that zealous political 
opponents of the Liberal party and 
the Liberal Dominion government 
have hit upon the device of sending 
such information to tax officials 
with the result that a large number 
of farmers are being requested to 
submit returns.”

below the company’s record earn- 


| ings in 1944. 


Working expenses increased $24,- 
040,952, or 8.8 per cent, to $295,693,- 
730, and “the ratio of working ex- 
penses to gross earnings was 92.81 
per cent, a reduction of a bare .06 
from last year’s ratio, which was 
the highest on record.” 

The report said volume of traffic 
in 1947 established a peacetime 
record, but fina] dividend declara- 
tion of three per cent was made 
possible “only by income from 
sources other than railway opera- 
tions.” .

UNITED STATES PLANS 
BIG PASSENGER SHIP 


NEW YORK, April 6.—(AP)—Plans for the 
largest passenger ship ever built in the United States 
were disclosed Monday by the United States Maritime 
Commission and the United States lines.

| GENEVA, April 6—(AP)—The 
Soviet Union and its satellites said 
| Monday the western powers are 
stifling discussion in the United 
Nations conference on freedom of 
information, 

The basic freedoms committee 
of the conference adopted a United 
States resolution laying down prin- 
ciples for freedom of information. 
The vote was 30 to five, with Ar- 
gentina abstaining. The long dis- 
cussion of the resolution included 
numerous votes on individual para- 
graphs and amendments. 


SEVEN MAIN POINTS 


The American resolution con- 
tained seven main points. Among 
these, it proposed that news per- | 
sonnel should have the widest pos- 
sible access to sources of informa- 
tion and should be allowed to 
transmit copy without unreason- 
able or discriminatory limitations. 

Several Russian-proposed amend- 
| ments were thrown out. The last of 
these said the United States draft | 
should not be used for deciding 
whether the press of any individual 
nation is free.
